Because There is No 


Grazing. 


OWNERS ARE POWERLESS 


Creatures Snowed in Without 


Pasture or Water—No 


Help Possible. 


Denver, Col., Dec. 25.—Thousands 


of cattle are reported to be starving 
on the range in northwestern Col- 
orado. The humane society appealed 
to the owners to rescue their stock 
and they have replied that they are 
powerless to do so. 
The cattle are 


snowed in on the high 
range 
in 


Eoutt and Eio Blanco counties, with- 
out pasture and without water. It is 
impossible to get feed to them and 
equally impossible to drive them into 
suitable winter quarters.

New York, Dec. 25.—Referring to 


recent reports of dissension among 
the Heinze interests and the under- 
writing bankers, on official o£ the 
United Copper company is quoted as 
saying:

rumors regarding any disputes be- 
tween our company and Hallgarten & 
Co. The production of the subsidiary 
companies, controlled by the United 
Copper company for this year, will be 
in excess of 30,000,000 pounds of 
copper, and has not been as low aa 
12,000,000 in any one of the last nine 
years, the average of the last three 
years having been in excess of 23,- 
000,000 pounds, and more than any 
producer at the lakes, excepting only 
the Calumet & Hecla, and more than 
any Montana producer except the 
Anaconda and Boston and Montana.''

ADVISES USE OF NECJRO LABOR. 


Honolulu, Dec. 18, via San Fran- 


cisco, Dec. 25.—T. Thomas Fortune, 
special labor coiuuiis&iouci; ;ipjjuiul&d, 
by Secretary Shaw to visit the Phil- 
ippine and Hawaiian islands, is here. 
In an intei-view he said: 


"I believe that the importation of 


negroes here forms a natural solution 
of the difficulty which unavoidably 
follows the abaorption of tropical or 
semi-tropical countries by the Unit- 
ed States. 
In the southern states 


and in the Carolinas the negro made 
the industries what they are." 


The commissioner said that there 


might be difficulty in detaining ne- 
groes here, but he thought that the 
planters could get all they wanted 
if they sent the right sort of agents 
after them. 


"You could get 10,000 here in six 


months," he said.

GERMSJ TYPHOID 


Discovery is Made That Acid 


of the Fruit Kills the 


Bacilli in Water, 


New York, Dec. 25.—Lemon juice, 


it is positively stated, will destroy 
typhoid fever germs in water. 
This 


important discovery is the result of 
experiments now being made in bac- 
teriological bureaus of European cap- 
itals. 
One experimenter 
recently 


dropped a little lemon juice in a cul- 
ture tube containing tyhoicl germs. 
To his amazement he found that the 
acid shriveled up and 
killed 
the 


germs. 
-'The discovery is especially timely 
now in this city, where the report 
that the Croton and Brooklyn water 
supplies are contaminated has been 
revived by the fact that Cornelius 
Vaiiderbilt and other men of social 
and business prominence have been 
ill with typhoid fever. 


Officials of the board of health say 


that there is nothing the matter with 
the city's water supply and that tnere 
is no more typhoid fever at present 
than is usually the case at this sea- 
son of tho year, but they add that 
the fact remains that typhoid and 
other germs are taken into the hu- 
man system by those who drink the 
city's water. 


Dr. Asa Ferguson, a practitioner 


cf T.cr-do™ hap just published an ar- 
ticle in which he gives the results 
of experiments made by European 
scientists. 
These experiments have 


demonstrated that various acids will 
destroy the germs, but as the acids 
will destroy human beings as well 
no good result is practicable from 
their use. 


Commenting upon the lemon juice 


test Dr. Ferguson says: 
"Typhoid 


germs must be taken into the stom- 
ach in order to cause typhoid fever. 
If, therefore, people will put a drop 
or two of lemon juice in the water 
they drink they will be safe/'

About 4 o'clock yesterday 
after- 


noon tho pool room was crowded with 
more than 100 persons.

Beports were 
current that several persons had been 
killed. The police and firemen took 
charge of the building and the work 
of rescue began. 
Men w«re pulled 


from under the debris in a horribly 
shattered state. One of the most piti- 
ful sights was when "Billy" Helwig, 
the blind manager of the Lamar bath 
house, was taken from the ruins. 
| Hclwig is widely known by the thou- 
sands of visitors who come to the 
springs annually.
